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MAY EXCEED LIMIT FLIES FIND SCANT 
OF INDEBTEDNESS LIVING IN SEYMOUR 


Cost of Proposed Three Roads May 


be Greater Than Amount for Which 


Township Can Issue Bonds. 


ESTIMATES EXCEED THE FIGURE 


Friends of Improvement Think Bids 


Will be Lower Than Estimates 


— Township Road Debt. 


Althou gh the petitions asking for 
the improv ement of the Bells Ford- 
Sey mou r road, the Vine street and 
Stahl roads hav e been approv ed by 
the cou nty commissioners and the 
cou nty au ditor has been instru cted 
to adv ertise for bids to lie receiv ed 
Ju ly 3, there is a possibility that the 
three 
proposed 
improv ements 
will 
fail, according to parties who looked 
into the situ ation, becau se of the 
likelihood of the total cost of the 
work ex ceeding the amou nt for that 
pu rpose that is specified by the state 
law. 
The law prov ides that the to­ 
tal indebtedness for the improv ement 
of highway s cannot ex ceed fou r per 
cent, of the total tax ables of the 
township inclu ding cities of 30,000 
inhabitants, and u nder, less the mort­ 
gage indebtedness. 
Some of those who are interested 
in the proposed constru ction of the 
highway s say that althou gh the e s ­ 
timates ex ceed the fou r per cent, the 
total amou nt of the bids will be mu ch 
less than the estimates and believ e 
that no legal obstacle will be encou n­ 
tered. 
Others say that the bids will 
not be enou gh u nder the estimates to 
come within the legal amou nt and 
that the three contracts, therefore, 
mu st necessarily fail. 
In that case 
the costs which hav e been incu rred 
in adv ertising for the roads and oth­ 
er incidentals will fall u pon the peti­ 
tioners. 
An attorney stated today 
that in his opinion tin* commissioners 
are not au thorized to giv e preference 
to any one road and that if the total 
cost does ex ceed the legal amou nt 
all the contracts mu ch fail and the 
petitions will hav e to refile their peti­ 
tions before the contracts can Tie 
awarded. 
The fou r per cent, allowed by road 
improv ements is based on the ta x ­ 
ables of this y ear. 
The board of re­ 
v iew is now compiling the assess­ 
ments in each township and fix ing 
the assessments of the corporations 
so that the tax ables of this township 
for this y ear are not definitely known. 
On a basis of last y ear’s reports, 
howev er, this township had $19 3,540 
for road improv ements. 
The tax ­ 
ables of the city wore $3,251,710 
while the property ou tside of the city 
of Sey mou r was assessed at $1,58 0,- 
9 40. 
The township has a pike indebted­ 
ness of $10,318 .34. This mu st ho de­ 
du cted from the abov e amou nt u nder 
the law, to giv e the correct amou nt 
that is av ailable. 
Besides the ou t­ 
standing pike indebtedness procedu re 
has been completed for the constru c­ 
tion of the High street, the West Sec­ 
ond street and the Walnu t street 
roads which are estimated to cost 
approx imately $8 7,000. 
These three 
roads were inv olv ed in su preme cou rt 
litigation and the high cou rt held that 
they cou ld be bu ilt. 
The commis­ 
sioners are now waiting for the form­ 
al steps to la* taken by the clerk and 
su preme cou rt before ordering the 
adv ertisement for bids. 
It is prob­ 
ably that the contracts will not be 
awarded before nex t spring. 
H o w ­ 
ev er, it is pointed ou t, the law pro­ 
v ides that grav el road bonds shall he 
issu ed in the order that the contracts 
are ordered constru cted. This means 
that allowance mu st he made for the 
roads that were in litigation. 
De­ 
du cting the estimated cost of these 
a balance of $9 0,228 remains. 
It is 
fu rther stated that the estimates for 
these roads were made at a time when 
road materials are at least twenty - 
fiv e per cent, lower than at the pres­ 
ent and that instead of the bids being 
greatly u nder the estimates there is 
a possibility that they will ex ceed 
them. 
In that ease these roads too 
wou ld temporarily fail and it wou ld 
he necessary for the commissioners 
to order another estimate. 
The engineer’s estimates for the 
three roads which were approv ed at 
‘the last meeting follows: Vine street

That there are fewer flies in Sey ­ 
mou r than ev er before at this time of 
the y ear, is the assertion of a nu m­ 
ber of local 
dealers who 
are con­ 
fronted each 
su mmer with 
the fly 
elimination problem. 
They declare 
that an ex ceptionally small nu mber 
of flies hav e appeared thu s far this 
su mmer and that they hav e practic­ 
ally no 
difficu lty in 
keeping their 
places entirely free of them. 
They 
are greatly pleased, of cou rse, with 
the 
u nex pected condition 
and are 
inclined to believ e that it is du e to 
the 
effectiv e 
clean 
u p 
campaigns 
which hav e been waged here for the 
last sev eral y ears. 
With bu tcher shops, confectionery 
stores, 
ice cream 
parlors and the 
like the fly eradication problem has 
been hitherto one of mu ch concern. 
Despite the carefu l screening of the 
doors and windows and the liberal 
u se of “sticky ” paper flies hav e been 
able 
to find 
an entrance 
into the 
rooms and it was practically impos­ 
sible ft» get rid of them. 
It was not 
u ncommon to 
find the 
ou tside of 
ev ery screen 
door leading 
to su ch 
plaee> cov ered with flies waiting the 
first opportu nity to enter. 
That con­ 
dition 
is not 
fou nd this 
su mmer, 
many of the 
dealers say , and they 
believ e that 
su mmer will 
drift into 
fall withou t the annu al trou blesome 
pests appearing in great nu mbers. 
Proof of the scarcity of flies u p 
to this time i> fou nd at the corner 
o f Second and Chestnu t streets. The 
Carter Dru g Company has been able 
to 
keep its 
room entirely 
free of 
flies and hoping to continu e the con­ 
dition set a large screen fly trap on 
the sidewalk ju st ou tside of the main 
entrance. 
T|ie trap remained on the 
sou th of the entrance for a day and 
bu t two or three flies were captu red. 
A sy ru p made of su gar and water 
was 
u sed as 
the “bait” and 
was 
placed 
u nder the 
trap.

This wedge separates the Austrians
